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Questions from Abroad 
Answered. 
Letters are constantly received by 
persons in this county making numer­ 
ous inquiries about Los Angeles. For 
the benefit of such we furnish the fol­ 
lowing information: 
Los Angeles county contains over 
200,000 acres of corn land, needing very 
little irrigation, 300,000 aeres suitable 
for raising all semi-tropical fruits. 
Tliia can be irrigated partly by run­ 
ning streams, the rest by windmills 
from surface wells. Population of the 
county over 25,000; Los Angeles city 
9,(XX), Wilmington 1,000, Anaheim 
1,500, Gallatin 100, El Monte 100, 
Compton 150, Florence 50, 8an Gabriel 
200, 8padra 50, San Fernando 50. 
There is a fair proportion of profes­ 
sional men, of laborers and of me­ 
chanics. 
No department is over­ 
crowded. 
The population of the 
county is increasing at the rate of 
some 2,000 to 4,000 per year. The city 
is increasing about 1,000 to 1,500 per 
year. Although any oue branch may 
be full to-day, in six months the 
growth of the community will make 
room for more. In this city we are 
well supplied with public schools and 
school buildings. One college, one 
seminary, live cdnircbos, and two 
churches soon to be erected. This is 
the county seat, all the county records 
are here, also the county officers. One 
District Court, in session most of the 
time, one County Court, two Justices 
of the Peace, and one Mayor’s court. 
Four large hotels and a demand for 
more. One Public Library, to be sup­ 
ported hereafter by a small tax on 
city property. The reading-room is 
well supplied with Pacific coast and 
Eastern journals and magazines. 
Quite a large number of volumes are 
already collected, embracing every 
variety of matter. Iteadihg-rooms are 
open to visitors and travelers. The 
climate is mild the year round; 
orange trees in bloom from January 
to June; ripe strawberries to be had 
every month of the year. Geraniums, 
heliotropes, fuschias aud other deli­ 
cate plants bloom out in the open air 
all the year round. Grain is sown from 
November to March—earlier sown the 
better. Wild clover and grasses grow 
on the bottom land one and two feei 
high; on the table land about twelve 
or eighteen luches high. Waterstands 
in the wells from four to ten and 
thirty feet from the surface. Soil is 
clay and loam both mixed with 
enough sand to make a warm, fertile 
soil, easy to cultivate. One woolen 
mill, and waterpower enough to run 
at least a dozen more. There is wool 
enough produced in the county and 
adjacent thereto to supply all the mills 
that can be run. Clothing and mer­ 
chandise generally twenty per cent 
higher here than in the New York 
market. Provisions about the same 
cost as in the East. 
One street railroad now in process of 
construction; another contemplated. 
Three daily newspapers in the city; six 
weeklies published in city and county. 
Parties coming here to settle need not 
bring any heavy or bulky goods, as 
most things sold here are brought out 
by cheap freight and are sold for less 
than emigrants can bring them out 
for. Readymade clothing may be 
brought with advantage, as it gener­ 
ally can come as baggage. Four rail­ 
roads run out from this place: South 
twenty miles to Wilmington harbor; 
southeast tweuty-flve miles to Ana­ 
heim; cast thirty-five miles to Spadra; 
north twenty miles to Mission San 
Fernando. All of these belong to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
and are part of the great Southern 
trans-continental railroad. Two other 
roads are contemplated from this city: 
one to Slioo-Fly landing, twelve miles 
west of the city; the other to Cerro 
Gordo, one hundred and eighty miies. 
This last road will tap one of the rich­ 
est mining regions in the world. One 
mine produces more bullion than 
eighty large ten-mule teams can trans­ 
port to this place. The furnaco actu­ 
ally closed down because such a large 
amount of bullion had accumulated on 
their hands. 
The Santa . Barbara Press says: 
“ The project of constructing a street 
railroad on State street is being freely 
discussed among our citizens. Some 
of the solid men of the city manifest a 
disposition to aid the enterprise. It 
would no doubt be beneficial to the 
city and also to those immediately in­ 
terested. We should like to see a well- 
managed railway, not only on State 
street but on one of the thoroughfares 
leading to the Montecito Valley, in 
full operation. This matter is deserv­ 
ing ot the uttention of all who are in­ 
terested in the welfare of Santa Bar­ 
bara. The ordinance granting the 
franchise for a railway was passed by 
the former Board of Trustees several 
weeks ago and was published in the 
Press. We trust the gentlemen who 
received It, will not delay in the com­ 
mencement of the work on account of 
the long time —twenty-five years — 
given them to complete it.”

EA S T E R N. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 29th.

It is expected that the House Com­ 
mittee will report in favor of admit­ 
ting New Mexico as a State. 
It is reported that Parsclial Grou- 
sette and Rochefort have escaped 
from New Caledonia to Australia. 
St. Lours, March 30th. 
The House representatives passedan 
appropriation of ten thousand dollars 
to enable the Government to capture 
outlaws in the western portion of the 
State. 
N ew Y ork, March 30th. 
Tiic Trade Unions here have united 
in an appeal to the labor organizations 
of the colintry to insist upon making 
eight hours a days’ labor, and calling 
on them to hold mass meetings on May 
lltli to express their opposition to the 
contract system on Government build­ 
ings. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 30th. 
The House Committee on Appropri­ 
ations to-day heard Attorney-General 
Williams in relation to his deficit of 
§310,000 for expenses of U. S. Courts 
The deficiency bill will be reached by 
the House Wednesday or Thursday. 
S u sq u e h a n n a D e p o t, March 30th. 
President Clark met a committee of 
strikers to-day, but as they refused 
to make further concessions, the com­ 
pany intend to start all their trains 
under the protection of the military. 
The paymaster began paying men 
under the protection of the military 
at noon. A train was dispatched 
guarded by four hundred soldiers. The 
strike is practically over, no resistance 
being made to the movement of trains. 


F O R E IG N N E W S. 
B a y o n n e, March 30th. 
The Carlist Juntabas received a dis­ 
patch from Durango claiming that the 
Carlists maintain their position near 
Bilboa, and have cut telegraph wires 
in rear of Serrano’s army. 
P a r is , March 30th. 
The reported escape of Rochefort and 
Grousset is confirmed. A Melbourne 
dispatch to-day says these, with Goude, 
Bouillierre and two other convicts had 
arrived at New Coster, S. W. 
A Madrid dispatch says the losses 
in Friday’s battle before Bilboa were 
enormous. Gen. Rivera was mortally 
wounded, after which the national 
troops refused to give quarters. 
Livingstone’s remains have arrived 
at Suez.

S A N F R A N C ISCO . 
S a n F r a n c isc o, March 30th. 
Tho steamer Colima, with the Ari­ 
zona and Orizaba, are coming up tlic 
harbor. 
The young man who shot himself 
near the Cliff House yesterday has 
been identified as William Frederick- 
son, a native of Denmark. No cause 
is assigned for the suicide. 
Greenbacks 88J(a)89. 
Weather cloudy/ with a slight 
sprinkle of rain. 
Capt. Kelsey and wife, the McLean 
brothers and James Dow, convicted of 
the murder of Harvey Green at Pesca­ 
dero, are to be sentenced to-morrow. 
The steamer Colima arrived safely 
about 2 A. M., to-day. Guns were fired 
and flags displayed and there was gen­ 
eral rejoicing at her fortunate escape. 
She will discharge her cargo and then 
be docked for repairs. 


Compulsory Education. 
The Act "to enforce the educational 
rights of children” has passed both 
branches of the Legislature, and no 
doubt is entertained of its receiving 
the approval of the Governor. It is a 
measure which the Chronicle has sup­ 
ported from a belief in an existing 
necessity for some enactment which 
would prevent thirty thousand of the 
children of California growing up in 
iguorance, as the last school reports 
showed they were doing. Last year 
that number of children did not attend 
school, either the common school or 
any other. Certainly no friend of 
social safety and the stability of good 
government will say that so large a 
percentage of the rising generation 
should be permitted to neglect the ed­ 
ucational advantages which the State 
liberally provides for even the poorest 
and humblest of her citizens. The 
law does not make it obligatory upon 
parents and guardians to send their 
children to the public schools, but only 
requires that they shall educate them, 
and this they may do either at home 
or in a private school, so long as they 
can show to tho educational authori­ 
ties of their school district that there 
is no neglect of tho children’s rights. 
Only those who obstinately seek to 
raise their little ones in ignorance are 
liable to punishment.—|8. F. Chron­ 
icle. 


The Missing Colima. 
The Colorado Steam Navigation 
Co.’s steamer Montana, Captain Mc­ 
Donough, from tho Gulf of California, 
arrived oil' Han Diego harbor at 3 
o’clock this morning and sent a boat 
ashore. We are indebted to Wells, 
Fargo «fe Co.’s messenger, 
David 
Turner, for bringing to this office the 
following important dispatches for the 
Union, which will fully account for 
the lack of tidings hitherto of the Pa­ 
cific Mail steamer Colima, which 
sailed from Panama siv days ahead of 
the Nevada, which arrived at this port 
on Saturday last. 
The following interesting statement 
is furnished by Purser Green, of the 
Montana: 
St e a m s h ip M o n ta n a.ofFSan Diego, \ 
March 27th, 1874. J 
Editor San Diego Union: The Colo­ 
rado Steam Navigation Company’s 
steamer Montana, proceeding on her 
v.oyage up the coast, when in latitude 
31 degrees 10 minutes north, longitude 
116 degrees 46 minutes west, March 
25th, 10:30 A. M., discovered a boat 
steering for the ship under a signal of 
distress. Immediately tho Montana 
bore away for t he boat, and upon near­ 
ing her found her to lie from the 1*. M. 
S. S. Co.’s steamer Colima. 
The officer in command reported the 
Colima at anchor in the vicinity of 
Cerros Island in a disabled condition, 
with nearly three hundred passengers 
on board and a limited supply of pro­ 
visions on hand, nine days having 
already elapsed since the departure of 
the boat. 
Capt. McDonough of the Montana 
received the boat and crew on board, 
and immediately bore away for Cerros 
Island to secure the passengers or as­ 
sist in any way the disabled steamer. 
The following morning at 5:30 a . m., 
tlie steamer Colima was discovered in 
tow by the Arizona. At 10 a. m . the 
Arizona stopped, and boats were dis- 
f 
latched from the Montana to the Co­ 
ima asking if there were provisions 
on board for them. Capt. McDonough 
gave them all he could prudently 
spare, and offered any assistance they 
might need. At 11:15 all started 
ahead and are now getting along 
finely. 
Capt. Hcffron and Charles ltu- 
dolp, the former, late agent of the P. 
M. 8. 8. Co. in Acupulco, the latter 
second officer of the steamer Colima, 
were in charge of the boat picked up 
by the Montana, having been dispatch­ 
ed to seek assistance for the disabled 
steamer and her passengers, with a 
boat and crew of eight seamen. The 
boat when picked up had been out 
nine days and had made about 200 
miles. The crew was very much ex­ 
hausted by loss of sleep, exposure and 
constant exertion, and their supply of 
provisions had almost given out. 
There remained only about ten pounds 
hard bread, fifteen gallons of water 
and a few pounds of salt meat, conse­ 
quently much suffering was experi­ 
enced from want of sufficient sus­ 
tenance. A still' breeze was blowing 
from the northwest all the time, which 
rendered the progress of the boat ex­ 
ceedingly slow; the sea was quite 
rough and frequently broke over the 
boat, causing all hands to be constant­ 
ly drenched with water, and destroy­ 
ing all the perishable articles of pro­ 
visions. It is blit just to say that Cap­ 
tain Heffron, Mr. Rudolph and the 
crew did their whole duty, and de­ 
serve much credit for the fortitude 
with which they bore their privations 
and sult'erings. 
The Colima broke three blades off 
her propellor, fifteen miles south of 
Cerros Island, on the 15th of March, 
and worked her way into San Augus­ 
tin Bay where she was anchored in 15 
fathoms of water. One boat was dis­ 
patched for Ban Dicge on the 18th, the 
same that was picked up by the Mon­ 
tana. Another was dispatched on the 
120th to the south to intercept tho Ari­ 
zona, on her upward bound trip, in 
which she succeeded on the 23d. The 
Arizona arrived at the Colima on the 
25th, and took her in tow. 
March 27th, at 11:30 a. m., steamer 
Montana passed steamer Arizona and 
Colima bearing W. 8. W., 20 miles; 
all well, bound up through the islands.

How to Raise Poultry. 


Hens that are kept in close quarters 
need bits of meat anil gravel or pounded 
bones to supply the material of this 
sort which tiiey pick up for themselves 
when allowed to forage over the farm. 
At this season of the year a little cay­ 
enne pepper—a spoonful to a dozen 
hens—mixed in meal musli, will per­ 
ceptibly quicken their disposition to 
lay. To keep them from eating their 
eggs and each others feathers, as they 
are liable to do when closely confined, 
it is a good plan to set them at work 
in the way suggested by an exchange : 
One good method is to cover their 
yard when not in grass witli some sort 
of litter—straw, leaves, corn-stalks, 
salt hay, sea-wccd, végetable-tops, 
etc., anil then scatter grain over this 
frequently and cover most of it. This 
will necessitate “ scratching” for it, 
and they will undertake it without 
further urging. Where litter is abund­ 
ant, the work of the fowls may bo util­ 
ized iu getting the litter reduced to a 
“very fine tilth,” as farmers say of 
ground well prepared for seed. They 
will scratch a moderate layer of straw 
or salt hay out of sight after awhile, if 
allowed to do so, and even cornstalks 
also, alter sufficient exposure to the 
weather has made the stalks brittle. 
Another good plan is to plow or spade 
their inclosure frequently; sow it with 
corn or other grain, and harrow or 
plow this under. It will soon sprout, 
and while the green tops will be eager­ 
ly eaten, the half decomposed food will 
bo a dainty food for fowls, and the 
work of sctatching it out will furnish 
agreeable employment and exercise 
till it is all gone. And still another 
excellent plan is to bury beet heads or 
tough pieces of refuse meat in the 
chicken yard. Indue time iu warm 
weather this becomes inhabited, which 
the hens are not slow iu discovering. 
Of course scratching is resorted to, and 
their reward is not only the crop of of­ 
fensive insects themselves, but the pu­ 
trid flesh also in amounts proportioned 
to their industry. Fortunately a 
chicken’s gizzard is a chemical labora­ 
tory of such power that everything 
going into it is deodorized and purified 
before being changed into llesb and 
eggs, and so there need be no scruples 
about feeding such articles. Let the 
owner exercise his ingenuity to keep 
his fowls at scratching and it will close 
the door to many vicious habits.

A New and 
Important Feature In 


Harbor. 


It has been heretofore supi>osed that 
the bed of our harbor at Wilmington 
was a deep soft mud, and that in tiie 
future improvement of the ship chan­ 
nel an expensive system of sea-walls 
would be needed to prevent this soft 
mud from settling down and refilling 
channels and docks when they had 
been cleared. The prosecution of the 
work of the new wharf company has 
thrown an unexpected light upon the 
subject, and shown that instead of 
mud, the bed of the harbor is a firm 
clay that will neither wash nor settle. 
The slope of this stratum of clay is 
from the land out toward the sea. 
This explains the fact that the ship 
channel lies, through almost its entire 
length, upon the outer side of the har­ 
bor, hugging the shore of Rattlesnake 
Island. At first sight this position of 
the main ship channel along the outer 
edge of the harbor, with broad flats of 
a stiff clay, almost entirely bare at low 
tide, separating the channel from the 
main land, would seem a serious bar 
• 
' 
to the improvement of the harbor, ne­ 
cessitating the construction of long 
wharves to gain at the end of each 
wharf only a limited accommodation 
for ships. Here comes in, however, 
the new feature of which we have 
spoken. It is found that branching off 
from the main ship channel, like the 
branching arms of a river, are a num­ 
ber of side channels almost like the 
worn beds of old water courses. There 
are probably a dozen of these arms be­ 
tween the present railroad wharf and 
the bluffs below, each arm or slough 
reaching from the navigable channel 
almost or entirely back to the main 
land. The long continued action of 
the tide has gradually filled these an­ 
cient channels with a soft mud, al­ 
most as liquid as water, leaving the 
firm banks of clay standing like sea­ 
walls on either side so that when once 
the soft mud is cleared out no pile work 
or walling will be needed to preserve 
the shape of each channel. The new 
wharf company cross with their work 
the first and shoalest of these side 
channels 450 feet back from the main 
channel. 
Mr. Jones, superintendent 
of the company, says that an iron rod 
sank with its own weight seven feet 
through the mud. These sloughs be­ 
low the first gradually increase in 
width depth and length, some ex­ 
tending back a distance from the 
ship channel of 1,200 and 1,500 feet 
with a width of several hundred feet 
and a depth of fifteen to twenty feet 
at low tide. The wharf company make 
use of two or three sloughs besides a 
frontage upon the main ship channel 
between the mouths of the two sloughs 
of several hundred feet. <The first 
slough, which they are now crossing, 
will give a basin 450 feet in length, 
with width for several vessels to lie. 
The second slough has a length of 
more than 1,000 feet with width at the 
commencement of 300 or 400 feet and 
depth of the soft mud of about fifteen 
feet at low tide. The company can 
make available at a limited expense a 
water frontage of probably 2,000 feet. 
Nature has already provided in these 
series of sloughs the outline of an ex­ 
tensive system of docks that will 
double the original frontage. Here, 
too, a plan at once suggests itself for 
the rapid and cheap and at the same 
time permanent improvement of these 
docks. These flats, as before stated, 
clear out to the main ship channel are 
simply a stiff, firm clay, solid almost 
as cement, cut at right angles at inter­ 
vals of a few hundred yards by sloughs 
of soft mud that reach from the navi­ 
gable channel back almost to the high 
ground. Instead of building a road­ 
way of earth down the side of the 
sloughs run a double line of piles 
(fence posts would almostanswer) such 
distance apart as may be desired for 
the width of the roadway. No fear of 
the teredo destroying them as the clay 
in which they stand is bare at low 
tide. Then plank up the sides to the 
level of high tide. Here are simply a 
couple of strong board fences 40 or 50 
feet apart. Now set the dredging ma­ 
chines at work, letting it dump the 
soft mud of the slough over the fence 
into the enclosed area. 
Two ends are accomplished; the 
road-way is built at less cost than if 
the dirt lias to be hauled, and the 
slough is dredged for ships at about 
one-half the ordinary cost of dredging, 
as the mud does not have to be re-han­ 
dled, and no steam tug is needed to 
tug lighters. 
Yet after the roadways are filled 
there will still remain considerable 
mud in thechafinel, and it is desirable 
to prevent any further deposit of mud 
by the slow action of the tide. Stop a 
moment and notice ! The building of 
the roadways for each slough has left 
between it and the slough next be­ 
hind, or back of it, a tidal basin of 
from 20 to 50 acres. This basin must 
empty or fill through Its frontage, 
still 
open, upon the 
main 
ship 
channel. 
Yet this frontage is the 
most valuable of all, because of the 
greater depth of water before it. Now 
extend the earthen roadway from 
the point where it had reached the 
channel, back along the edge of the 
channel toward the terminus of the 
roadway to the slough just above it, 
leaving onlypassagesufficient unclosed 
for the filling and emptying of the 
basin. Across this space run (only a 
modification of the plan presented to 
the Chamber of Commerce several 
months ago) a line of floodgates open-

ing only with the out-going tide. Back 
at the head of the slougli, which has 
been walled in by the roadways, run 
another line of floodgates sufficiently 
extensive to fill the tide-basin. 
Do 
not fill the roadway here with earth, 
but simply bridge the space necessary 
for the gates like an ordinary wharf. 
Let this second series of floodgates 
open only with the in-coming tide. 
The basin can now only fill by the 
current rushing up the length of the 
slough, carrying with it the soft mud 
of the slough. The water then spreads 
out over the small basin, depositing, 
as it gains a state of rest, the mud held 
in suspension. W hen the tide turns, 
the gates back into the slough close 
and the water empties itself gently 
through the floodgates which open 
upon the main channel. 
In this way 
the slough will rapidly be swept out 
and then kept clean for all time with 
no further expense for dredging. The 
mud, too, will be left upon the flats 
where it can do no harm , instead of 
silting back into the main ship chan­ 
nel to shoal depth and create bars. The 
description of the work seems compli­ 
cated and elaborate—the work itself is 
simple and inexpensive. 
The cost of 
one such wharf as that a t Santa Bar­ 
bara or San Diego, with berth room 
for only two or three ships, would here 
give room for twenty or thirty. Then 
the work is permanent, w ith almost no 
expense for repairs, instead of the 
costly structure of a wharf, needing to 
be renewed every few years. All of 
these facts prove still more completely 
the statement made repeatedly by en­ 
gineers—that they had never before 
seen a place where nature had done so 
much for the making of a first-class 
harbor. 


The Herald Map. 


We present our readers to-day with 
a map prepared at considerable cost 
showing the commercial position of 
Los Angeles. It also shows the south­ 
ern system of tran-seontinental rail­ 
roads on the Pacific coast. One rail­ 
road from Los Angeles north to Dela­ 
no, then dividing, one branch running 
over to the coast and up by Salinas 
valley to San Jose. There again di­ 
viding, one branch running to San 
Jose and one running to Oakland and 
thence to Stockton and Sacramento. 
Coming back to Delano the other 
branch runs down the San Joaq‘uin to 
Sacramento or San Francisco. A t Sac­ 
ramento the roads form junction with 
the system of railroads of the entire 
north part of the State aud across the 
continent. 
The proposed road to Cerro Gordo 
and Lone Pine is also indicated. 
A bill has just passed the Legisla­ 
ture incorporatiug the road. I t is in 
the hands of wealthy men who will 
build it. The present amount of freight 
passing over this route at $1) pur ton 
will it is estimated in five years time 
pay for the road—a narrow gauge. 
It will be seen that the 35th and 32d 
parallel roads must come through the 
San Gorgonio Pass. 
After entering 
the pass the road will reach the ocean at 
Wilmington. 
To terminate at W il­ 
mington will save running 100 miles 
to the next nearest landing south of 
Wilmington. 
At some time in the 
future a railroad will be constructed 
from Los Angeles by way of San Gor- 
gonia Pass to Salt Lake. Such a road 
will bring Salt Lake, by commercial 
distance, 400 miles nearer the ocean. 
An examination of the map showB 
the immense mineral region which 
must forever remain tributary to Los 
Angeles. This map shows the com­ 
mercial necessity of developing fully 
the capacity of the harbor at W il­ 
mington. 
Look at the map. 
Study it well. 
See the insurmountable range of 
mountains north and south of San 
Gorgonio Pass, forcing all the rail­ 
roads to this place. 
Then dream of 
the future greatness of our grand 
valley—a dream that will be realized 
before some people wake from their 
slumber.

How to Build Cheep D a m s - 


As the season for irrigation ap­ 
proaches the question of constructing 
cheap dams to turn the water of the 
rivers into the irrigating ditches arises. 
We propose the following as the cheap­ 
est and most effectual dam that can be 
constructed for rivers with sandy beds: 
Construct boxes out of rough redwood 
say two feet high and two feet wide by 
ten feet long. Each box will cost 
about $2 75. 
Construct enough of 
these 
boxes 
to 
reach across the 
stream. 
Put 
the 
box lengthwise 
across the stream, fill it with sand and 
nail on the lid; place the next box end 
to this one, fill with sand and nail on 
the lid; so on across the stream. Each 
of these boxes will be as firm and as 
heavy as a solid block of stone 2x2x10 
feet. Imagine a dam of solid stone 
blocks across the stream and you will 
have some idea of the strength of a 
dam made of sand boxes. The boxes 
may be made of any size or shape, as 
may be required by the stream. Boxes 
2x2x4 feet or six feet in length may be 
used for a lower row placed parallel to 
the current. On top of this row may 
be set a row of boxes 2x2x10 feet 
lengthwise across the stream. This will 
give a dam four feet high, width of 
box four to six feet, width of top two 
feet. A dam of any dimensions may 
thus be constructed. Tiie cost per foot of 
a dam two feet high by two feet wide 
will be about 27 cents. W hen the ir­ 
rigating season is over take the lids 
off the boxes, empty out the sand and 
pile up the boxes on the shore. They 
will be ready for use the next season, 
and will last with care at least five 
years. The cost per foot per year will 
therefore be about six cents.

The Hill Improvements. 


N E W T O - D A Y . 


A W ashington dispatch of March 
25th says: Colonel Alexander, before 
the House Committee yesterday, said 
the proposed San Antonio Harbor 
would be to San Francisco what the 
Brooklyn Atlantic Docks are to New 
York. Conger, an able and influential 
committeeman, replied: “ But Con­ 
gress was never asked to construct the 
Atlantic Docks.” 
Sawyer concurred 
that it would be unwise to inaugurate 
a federal system of making harbors 
other than for refuge. In response to 
inquiries, Alexander admitted that 
there are various points on the bay 
where a railroad can reach deep water 
without expending millions for mak­ 
ing a harbor, but they are thirty miles 
from San Francisco. 
Conger—“That’s immaterial. 
The 
railroad won’t reach the city in cither 
case, and lor shipment to Europe what 
difl'ereuce does it make?” 
Alexander did not seem to think the 
railroad wharves insecure, except from 
the danger of cars running off the 
track. The toredo is not bad on the 
east side of the bay. In response to 
Luttreli, Alexander said: “Northern 
California could ship wheat better 
from Vallejo or Martínez than at Oak­ 
land; while the south would be better 
served at San Francisco.” 
j|Sawyer suggested that the San An­ 
tonio scheme would be for the benefit 
of the railroad. Alexander assented. 
Conger asked why Antioch would 
not serve the middle portion of this 
State, Vallejo the northern and San 
Francisco the bouthern? Higby esti­ 
mated that one third of the State 
would be better served at Oakland. 
Conger, Luttreli and Clayton showed 
that a very small area was necessarily 
dependent on Oakland as a shipping 
point. The remainder could use the 
rivers aud bay. Luttreli wanted all 
the main rivers improved before aid­ 
ing Sail Antonio real estate specula­ 
tors. The scheme is dead for the pres­ 
ent session._______________ 
The Board of Trustees of Santa Bar­ 
bara are considering the proposition of 
one P. Murray to farm out their plazas 
at an annual rental of $30. Economy 
is wealth.

Henry M. Bailey, Who has lately 
purchased a place on Alameda street 
some three and a half miles from the 
center of town, has just planted out an 
acre of ramie cuttings. He expects 
th at the cuttings will be ready for 
transplanting in about six months. 
He says that when transplanted they 
will cover an area of about ten acres.

Around the County. 


Prof. C. L. Lewis from Los Nietos 
reports the crops very good. Much of 
the barley is out in head. 
The late 
sown grain is m aking a fine growth. 
The farmers are preparing for their 
corn crop. The area sown this year in 
small grain is much larger than in 
previous years. No damage was done 
by the heavy rains except to displace 
the bridge across New river. The col­ 
lege building is now on its new foun­ 
dations and will soon be prepared for 
the use of the students. 
The I. O. O. F. and Order of Masons 
are building a fine two-story brick 
hall. 
Some $3,000 already subscribed. 
The Professor is succeeding finely 
with his singing schools at Los Nietos 
and Compton. 
t 
W. H. W hitworth, living near Bal- 
lona ranch, reports fine crops; some 
2,000 acres of grain, mostly barley: 
probably 200 acres of wheat. Much of 
the grain is heading out. Crop far 
better than last year. Some corn al­ 
ready planted. Farmers in his neigh­ 
borhood anxiously awaiting Shoo Fly 
railroad, which is now being surveyed. 
The deep ploughed land will yield at 
least five sacks per acre more than the 
shallow ploughed. 
Mr. West, near Cohuenga Pass, says 
the early barley is five feet high and 
heading out. The rye is full six feet 
high and in head. The crops will 
from present appearances be at least 
fifty per cent heavier than last year. 
Spadra, thirty-five miles east of Los 
Angeles. The railroad forces are at 
work completing the depot, near Ru- 
bottom’s house. The water-tank also 
is completed, and from present appear­ 
ances the railroad company will soon 
make this the connecting point for 
transfer of San Bernardino passen­ 
gers. The crops were never looking 
better and never gave a finer promise 
of an abundant harvest. Large areas 
of grain have been sown. Many are 
now preparing to plant corn. This is 
one of the finest parts of the county 
for apiary. The valley is about three 
miles wide by say twenty miles long. 
On all sides it is surrounded by hills 
covered with the finest honey-bearing 
flowers and grapes. North of the val­ 
ley, say eight miles, is the Sierra 
Madra range of mountains, to which 
the bees resort and find material for 
what is known as mountain honey— 
the finest in the world. The comple­ 
tion of the railroad to t^iis point gives 
new life to it; already the land sells 
at an advanced price, and new-comers 
are securing homes. In a short time 
regular trains will rnn for passengers 
and freight. 
Col. E. J. C. Kewen brings good tid­ 


ings from Mission Ban Gabriel. Sun­ 
day the rain cnmo down in refreshing 
showers from 2 to 5 P. M. The ground 
was wet down to the moisture of the 
last rains, making the soil in fine con­ 
dition for plowing. 
The Colonel’s 
wheat fields are in fine condition; no 
signs of rust. 
The heads are seven 
inches long and very plump and full. 
The wheat is of the Sonora variety. 
Many estimate that the wheat will 
yield seventy-five bushels per acre. 
The barley is heading out and is about 
three feet high; will yield probably 
thiity bushels per acre. 
Orange, 
lemon, lime and almond trees are in 
full bloom. The other fruit trees are 
putting forth their flower buds and bid 
fair to produce more than at any 
former year. 
Florence, seven miles south. 
Mr. 
Farris reports that the grain crop 
around Florence is unsurpassed in its 
promise for an abundant yield. The 
plains are covered with clover, grass 
and weeds two feet high. Early crops 
are so far along that they will mature 
without any more rain. 


St. Vincent College, of Santa Bar­ 
bara which was burned on the 10th of 
this month is to be rebuilt. We clip the 
following from the Prcas of the 28th : 
“ The Sisters of Charity tender their 
sincere and grateful thauks to the citi­ 
zens of Santa Barbara generally for 
the interest manifested and services 
rendered during the late lire. They 
regret fhe necessity which obliges 
them to appeal again for aid, and have 
now opened a subscription list for the 
reconstruction of their building. Yes­ 
terday they commenced their sad mis­ 
sion and are grateful for the sympathy 
and kindness with which they were re­ 
ceived.” Appended to this is a list of 
subscriptions amounting to $1,631. 
Doubtless the necessary amount will 
soon be raised and the college again 
reared from its ashes.
